URING the visitation of the Divan 

of Aleppo to New Bedford to attend 
the annual Potentates’ Night, Illustrious 
Potentate James J. Curry called a halt 
in the proceedings to visit one of the 
old timers of Aleppo, Noble Doctor 
Charles R. Hunt. The Potentate was

accompanied by Assistant Recorder Har- 
vey B. Leggee. The two officers spent 
a most enjoyable half hour with the 
Doctor who has been confined to his 
home for several months. 

Doctor Hunt, who is one of the best 
known Masons in the southeastern dis- 
trict, has been a member of Aleppo 
Temple since September 1899. He was 
Grand Commander of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island in 1923 and 1924, and has been 
a member of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Boston, of which 
Potentate Curry is the Commanding offi- 
cer since 1907. Among his many sou- 
venirs are booklets and pamphlets show- 
ing the itinerary and points of interests 
of the scores of trips he has taken as 
a member and officer of these organi- 
zations. One of his possessions of which 
he is very proud, is a long service medal 
which the Ancients awarded him for 
participation in twenty parades in ten 
years. 

A trip to New Bedford is always a 
pleasure for a Potentate of Aleppo and 
is made doubly so by a visit to an inter- 
esting and hospitable Noble like Noble 
Doctor Hunt. 
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WHY IS THE SHRINE? 

I F anyone should ask you, “Why is the 

Shrine?”, tell him that the big things 
in the Shrine are known only to those 
who are on the inside. To get on the in- 
side, one must be initiated. To be initi- 
ated, one must put up his fee, with the 
proviso that he is already a Knight 
Templar or a 32nd degree Scottish Rite 
Mason. So one may readily see that to 
be a Shriner is not so easy after all, 
because after you have become eligible, 
your petition must be acted upon by the 
Shrine body itself. But once you are 
in you will think a long time before 
relinquishing your Shrine membership. 

By the way, after you have been made 
a Shriner at one of the Aleppo Temple 
Ceremonials, you will begin to look for- 
ward to the very next Ceremonial, which 
you will not miss even if you are a thou- 
sand miles from home, for no Temple in 
this broad land of ours has anything on 
Aleppo when it presents a Ceremonial— 
and that’s the truth. Fact is, the last 
Aleppo Ceremonial was one of the finest 
ever, not from the viewpoint of the nov- 
ices, of course, but from the consensus 
of opinion of many of the old timers who 
witnessed it. History shows that each 
Ceremonial is better than the last. 

What do you mean—Ceremonial? Just 
this: Several times a year Shriners gather 
for a good time, and they have it. The 
Ceremonial is the thing that binds every 
Shriner to every other Shriner. No cow- 
ard can ever be a real Shriner. Why? 
Well, you will have to come in and see 
for yourself. If a man is a coward, he 
soon gets over it. When the Cere- 
monial is at its height, a fellow’s heart 
beats fast for a time, but he soon gets 
over it. Thats one reason, among a 
whole string of reasons, why Shriners all 
greet each other with a smile, and shake 
hands with a real hand-clasp. 
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AN OLD MOHAMMEDAN CUSTOM 


OR many years in the last stage of 

training, it was the practice to locate 
the young Mohammedan Priest in a small 
tent out in the desert set some half mile 
away from the larger tent in which the 
Patriarch Priests remained. 

Once each hour one of the older priests 
strolled out to the younger priest in the 
little tent, lifted the flap, and soberly 
asked the simple question, “Are you 
human?” This procedure lasted two full 
days, the young priest pondering the 
question. 

Here in Aleppo Temple the Nobles 
have a similar practice. Comfortably 
seated in their homes they are asking 
themselves over and over the question, 
“Is this duty of new members for Aleppo 
my business; if not, whose business is it?”
